Ignofcant  igitur 
velim  boni  que  confulant  eruditi  le&ores,  fi, 
quod  omnibus  prodeffe  poffit,  lingua  omnibus 
intelligenda  referam. 

Let  tbe  vaccine  fluid  be  taken,  for  the  pur- 
pofe  of  inoculation,  from  a  puftule  that  is  making 
its  progrefs  regularly,  and  which  poffeffes  the 
true  vaccine  characler,  on  any  day  from  the 
jftfth  to  the  cighth,  or  evcn  a  day  or  two 
later,  provided  the  efflorefcence  be  not  then 
formed  around  it.  When  the  efflorefcence  is 
forrned,  it  is  always  raoft  prudent  to  defift  from 
taking  any  more  of  the  virus  from  that  puftule. 


To  obtain  the  virus,  letthe  edges  of  the  puflule 
be  gently  punclured  with  a  lancet  in  feveral 
points.  It  will  gradually  ooze  out,,  and  fhould 
fce  inferted  upon  the  arm  about  the  midway  be- 

tween 
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tween  the  fiioulder  and  the  elbow,  either  by 
means  of  a  very  flight  fcratch,  not  exceeding 
the  eighth  part  of  an  inchj  or  a  very  fraall  oblique 
punQure. 

A  little  red  fpot  will  appear  on  the  punclured 
part  on  the  third  day,  if  the  operation  fucceed^ 
which  oii  the  fourth  or  fifth  becomes  perceptibly 
veficated.  It  goes  on  increafing  till  the  tenth 
day,  when  it  is  generally  furrounded  by  a  rofe- 
coloured  efflorefcence,  which  remains  nearly  fta- 
tionary  for  a  day  or  two.  The  efflorefcence 
then  fades  away,  and  the  puflule  is  gradually 
converted  into  a  hard  glofly  fcab,  of  a  dark  ma- 
hogany  colour.  Thefe  progreffive  ftages  of  the 
puftule  are  commonly  completed  in  fixteen  or 
feVenteen  days. 

A  fingle  puftule  is  fufBcient  to  fecure  the  con- 
ftitution  from  the  fmall  pox ;  but  as  we  are  not 
always  certain  the  punclure  may  take  efFe6l,  it 
will  be  prudent  to  inoculate  in  both  arms,  or  to 
make  two  punclures  in  the  fame  arm,  about  an 
inch  and  a  half  afunder,  except  in  very  early 
infancy,  when  there  is  a  great  fufceptibility  of 
local  irritation. 


tf 
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if  the  efflorefcence  furrounding  the  pufmle 
fhould  be  extenfive,  and  occafion  much  local 
heat  upon  the  arm,  it  may  be  cooled  by  the  re- 
peatcd  application  of  pieces  of  folded  linen  dip- 
ped  in  coid  water ;  or  ftill  more  expeditioufly  by 
a  (Irong  folution  of  the  aqua  hjthargyri  acetati 
in  water ;  an  ounce,  for  examplc,  of  the  former 
in  five  or  fix  of  the  latter. 

If  thc  fcab  (hould  at  any  time  be  prematurely 
rubbed  o iT,  and  not  fucceeded  by  another  within 
twenty-four  hours,  the  part  may  be  occafionally 
touchcd  with  the  undilnted  aqua  lythargyri 
acclati 

Vaccine  virus,  taken  fiom  a  pudule,  and  in- 
ferted  immediately  in  its  fluid  ftate,  is  preferable 
to  that  which  has  been  previoufly  dried;  but  as 
it  is  not  always  praclicable  to  obtain  it  in  this 
rlate,  we  are  compcl  ied  to  feek  for  fome  mode  of 
preferving  it.  Various  means  have  been  fug- 
gelied,  ,  but  from  the  tefl  oF  long  experience  it 
may  bcaiferted,  that  preferving  it  between  two 
plates  of  glafs  is  ihe  mofl  eligible.  Let  a  piece 
of  cornmon  window  glafs  be  cut  into  fquares  of 
about  an  inch  each,  fo  that  they  fliall  lil'fmooth 

when 
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when  placed  upon  each  other.  Let  the  colle&ed 
vaccine  fluid  be  confined  to  a  frnall  fpot  (about 
the  fize  of  a  fplit  pea)  upon  the  centre  of  one  of 
thefe  glaffes ;  which  fhould  be  fuffered  to  dry 
in  the  comrnon  heat  of  the  atmofphere,  without 
expofure  to  the  heat  of  fire  or  the  fun.  When 
dry,  it  ffiould  be  immediately  fecured  by  placing 
over  it  the  other  piece  of  glafs.  Nothing  more 
is  neceffary  for  its  prefervation,  than  wrapping  it 
in  clean  writing  paper. 

The  virus,  thus  preferved,  when  wanted  for 
the  purpofeof  inocuiation,  may  eafily  be  reftored 
to  its  fluid  ftate  by  diffolving  it  in  a  fmall  portion 
of  cold  water,  taken  up  on  the  point  of  a  lancet, 
It  may  then  be  ufed  in  the  fame  manner  as  when 
juft  taken  from  a  jpuftule. 

The  vaccine  fluid  is  iiable,  from  caufes  appa- 
rently  trifling,  to  undergo  a  decompofition.  In 
this  ftate  it  fometimes  produces  what  has  been 
denominated  the  fpurious  puftule  ;  that  is,  a  puf- 
tule,  or  an  appearance  on  the  arm  not  pofTeffing 
the  charatteriftic  marks  of  the  genuine  puftule. 
Anomalies,  affuming  different  forms,  may  be  ex- 
cited,  according  to  the  qualities  of  the  virus  ap- 
c  appiiedj 
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applied,  or  the  ftate  of  the  perfon  inoculated; 
but  by  far  the  moft  frequent  variety,  or  deviation 
from  the  perfecl  puftule,  is  that  which  arrives  at, 
maturityj  and  finifhes  its  progrefs  much  within 
the  time  limited  by  the  true.    Its  commencement 
is   marked  by  a  troublefome  itching ;  and  it 
throws  out  a  premature  efEorefcence,  fometimes 
extenfive,  but  feldom  circumfcribed,  or  of  fo 
vivid  a  tint  as  that  which  furrounds  the  puftule 
completely  organized  ;  and  (which  is  more  cha- 
ra£teriftic   of  its  degeneracy    than   the  other 
fymptoms)  it  appears  more  like  a  cornmon  fefter- 
ing  produced  by  a  thorn,  or  any  other  fmall  ex- 
traneous  body  fticking  in  the  fkin,  than  a  puftule 
excited  by  the  vaccine  virus.    It  is  generally  of 
a  ftraw  colour ;  and  when  punclured,  inftead  of 
that  colourlcfs,  tranfparent  fluid  of  the  perfecl; 
puftule,  its  contents  are  found  to  be  opaque. 
That  deviation  from  the  common  characler  of 
the  puftule,  arifmg  from  vaccine  virus  which  has 
been  previoufly  expofed  to  a  degree  of  heat 
capabie  of  decompofing  it,  is  very  difFerent.  In 
this  inftance,  it  begins  wkh  a  creeping  fcab,  of  a 
pale  brown  or  amber  colour;  making  a  long 
and  flow  progrefs,  and  fometimes  going  through 
its  courfe  without  any  perceptible  efflorefcence. 
Its  edges  are  coramonly  elevated3  and  afFord  .  Oll 
being  punftured,  a  limpid  fluid. 

A  little 
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A  little  pra&ice  in  vaccine  inoculation,  atten- 
lively  conducted,  impreftes  on  the  mind  the  per- 
fecl  characler  of  the  vaccine  puftule  ;  therefore 
when  a  deviation  arifes,  of  whatever  kind  it  may 
be,  coramon  prudence  points  out  the  neceflity 
of  re-inoculation,  firft  with  vaccine  virus  of  the 
moft  aclive  kind,  and  fecondly,  ftiould  this  be  in- 
effeclual,  with  variolous  virus.  But  if  the  con- 
ftitution  fhews  an  infufceptibility  of  one,  it  com- 
monly  does  of  the  other. 

When  any  conftitutional  fymptoms  occur  in 
inoculated  Cow-pox,  they  are  commonly  firft 
perceptible  (efpecially  in  children)  on  the  fourth 
or  fifth  day.  They  appear  again,  and  fometimes 
in  adults,  not  unlike  a  mild  attack  from  inocu- 
lated  fmall-pox,  on  the  eighth,  ninth,  or  tenth 
day.  The  former  arife  from  the  general  effecls 
of  the  virus  on  the  habit,  the  Jatter  from  the  ir- 
ritation  of  the  puftule. 

If  the  effluvia  of  the  fmall-pox  have  been  re- 
ceived  into  the  habit  previoufly  to  the  inocula- 
tion  of  the  vaccine  virus,  the  vaccine  inoculation 
will  not  always  be  found  to  ftop  its  progrefs,  al- 
though  the  puftule  may  make  its  advances  with- 
out  interruption,  The 
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The  lancet  ufed  for  inoculation  fhould  always 
be  perfeclly  clean.  After  each  punclure5it  is  pro- 
per  to dip  it  into  water,  and  wipe  it  dry.  The  Prac- 
titioner  fhould  be  particulary  cautious  inobferv- 
ing  that  its  pointbe  free  from  ruft,  either  contracled 
by  common  means,  or  from  the  aQion  of  the 
vaccine  virus  which,  even  when  dry  and  in 
contacl;  with  it,  has  a  tendency,  in  a  little  time, 
to  produce  it  therefore  the  prefervation  of  vac- 
cine  virus  upon  a  lancet,  beyond  the  period  of  a 
few  days,  fhould  never  be  attemped.
